The  purpose  of  this  biography  is  to  fix  in  the  memory  of  con¬ 
temporaries  and  to  preserve  for  posterity  the  portrait  of  a  man 
who,  by  opening  new  vistas  and  sounding  greater  depths  in  the 
field  of  music,  left  his  mark  upon  the  time  and  world  which  his 
activities  encompassed.  As  nearly  complete  as  possible  in  the 
scope  of  one  book,  this  picture  shows  Dr.  Damrosch  as  he  was 
known  to  his  associates— his  personality,  his  work,  the  exceptional 
human  qualities  and  professional  skill  which  he  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  conditions  of  his  time.  Based  upon  the  private  papers  of 
Dr.  Damrosch  and  other  members  of  the  family,  the  present  book 
not  only  describes  and  evaluates  the  activity  of  Frank  Damrosch  in 
the  development  of  music  in  the  United  States  during  its  most 
critical  period,  1879  to  1936,  but  also  provides  a  history  of  one  of 
the  most  noteworthy  attempts  to  reintegrate  the  masses  into  the 
general  stream  of  cultural  life.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to 
the  careers  of  Leopold  Damrosch,  Walter  Damrosch,  Clara  Dam¬ 
rosch  Mannes,  and  other  members  of  the  family;  nevertheless,  the 
interest  is  centered  throughout  the  story  upon  the  pioneering 
achievements  of  Frank  Damrosch  in  the  introduction  of  new  musi¬ 
cal  forms  and  in  the  dissemination  of  musical  culture  among  new 
strata  of  American  society.  The  authors,  one  a  successful  novelist 
and  the  other  a  distinguished  scholar,  tell  herein  the  story  of  a 
man  to  whom  life  extended  various  rich  gifts.  Of  these  many 
talents,  he  chose  to  follow  music,  not  for  himself  alone,  but  in  the 
hope  of  making  other  people  happy.  Without  race  or  class  preju¬ 
dice,  he  brought  harmony  out  of  discord  among  people  of  every 
race  and  in  every  condition  of  life. 

The  book  will  appeal  not  only  to  those  who  came  under  his 
inspiring  influence  or  those  who  are  engaged  in  fields  bordering 
on  his  field  but  also  to  the  vast  body  of  music  lovers  and  persons 
concerned  with  the  educational,  sociological,  and  cultural  affairs 
in  general.

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Shakespeare  and  the  Popular  Dramatic  Tradition 

By  S.  L.  Bethell 
Introduction  by  T.  S.  Eliot 

Mr.  Bethell’s  work  approaches  the  subject  of  conventionalism  and 
naturalism  in  Shakespeare  through  a  consideration  of  the  psy¬ 
chology  of  the  popular  audience,  whether  in  the  Globe  Theater 
or  in  the  modern  cinema.  The  author  believes  that  there  is  a 
popular  dramatic  tradition  and  that  its  dominant  characteristic 
is  the  audience’s  ability  to  respond  spontaneously  and  unconscious¬ 
ly  on  more  than  one  plane  of  attention  at  the  same  time.  It  is 
the  judgment  of  the  present  author  that  the  clue  to  a  great  many 
problems  in  Shakespearean  criticism  and  scholarship  lies  in  this 
principle  of  psychological  reactions,  which  he  calls  “multi-con¬ 
sciousness.”  Far  from  being  deviating  and  individualistic,  this 
theory  builds  upon  and  carries  further  the  work  of  the  most  sig¬ 
nificant  modern  Shakespearean  critics.  Consideration  is  given  to 
some  of  the  problems  of  Shakespearean  criticism  in  the  light  of  the 
principle  of  “multi-consciousness,”  and  use  is  made  of  parallels 
from  the  modern  theater  and  motion  picture.  Modern  approaches 
to  Shakespeare  are  examined  and  sifted;  an  attempt  is  made,  per¬ 
haps  for  the  first  time,  to  present  a  comprehensive  and  systematized 
critical  method  to  replace  the  “naturalistic”  method  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  and  early  twentieth  century  Shakespearean  criticism. 

This  book  will  be  of  singular  import  to  all  students  and  teach¬ 
ers  of  Shakespeare,  to  producers,  actors,  critics,  and  academies  as 
well  as  of  interest  to  all  theater-goers  and  general  readers  who  give 
attention  to  the  drama.

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The  Humors  and  Shakespeare’s  Characters 

By  John  W.  Draper 

In  general  Shakespeare  borrowed  the  stories  of  his  plays;  but  his 
characterization,  especially  in  its  nice  integration  with  plot,  setting, 
and  theme,  is  largely  a  production  of  his  own  broad  experience 
with  human  nature  and  of  his  deep  and  subtle  observation.  The 
data  which  he  thus  drew  from  his  sources  and  from  life,  he  in¬ 
terpreted,  perforce,  in  terms  of  the  psychological  concepts  of  his 
age— the  humoral  theory  of  mind  and  body,  which  had  come  down 
from  Galen,  and  during  more  than  a  thousand  years  had  been 
seeping  into  the  popular  mind.  For  the  most  part,  critics  of 
Shakespeare’s  characterization  have  either  ignored  psychology  or 
have  used  Victorian  or  recent  theories.  To  be  sure  historical 
authenticity  demands  that,  in  this  as  in  other  respects,  his  charac¬ 
ters  be  interpreted  in  Elizabethan  terms.  Shakespeare  himself  often 
calls  a  character  “choleric”  or  “melancholy”;  but  even  when  he 
does  not  use  the  word,  he  gives  indications  of  the  humor.  Once 
the  humor  is  apparent,  the  character  and  all  his  actions  appear 
in  a  new  light  and  with  a  greater  unity  and  significance. 

Apprehending  the  value  of  such  an  approach,  Mr.  Draper  in¬ 
vestigates  these  old  sciences  and  interprets  Shakespearean  charac¬ 
terization  in  relation  to  the  humoral  types.  The  author  says  of 
the  intentions  of  the  present  volume:  “.  .  .  it  undertakes  merely 
to  set  forth  the  major  aspects  of  each  humor  and  complexion,  with 
considerable  citation  of  example  from  the  plays  and  with  some 
analysis  of  the  chief  characters  concerned.”

Emphasizing  Wordsworth’s  use  of  philosophical  concepts  to  supple¬ 
ment  and  explain  his  own  intuitions,  the  present  interpretation 
embraces  Wordsworth’s  philosophy;  his  debt  to  philosophers;  and 
his  own  interpretation  in  terms  of  philosophy,  of  his  natural  reli¬ 
gion,  and  of  his  mystical  insight. 

The  author  says  of  his  intentions  in  his  presentation  of  Words¬ 
worth:  .  .  my  purpose  in  this  study  is  to  examine  the  content 

and  the  origin  of  the  major  concepts  by  means  of  which  Words¬ 
worth  presents  his  view  of  life.  These  concepts  constitute  the  ration¬ 
al  aspects  of  a  philosophy  that  is  not  itself  primarily  rationalist. 
They  are  the  medium  in  terms  of  which  intuitive  insights  are  given 
an  embodiment  or  the  context  in  terms  of  which  these  are,  so  to 
speak,  published.  These  concepts  are  drawn  from  many  realms 
of  philosophy  and  religion,  although  some  of  them  are  consider¬ 
ably  refashioned  in  the  borrowing.  This  is  not  meant  to  imply 
that  Wordsworth  is  lacking  in  philosophical  originality.  Most 
philosophical  thinkers  borrow  their  intellectual  alphabet  from  the 
tradition  in  which  they  work.  Wordsworth  is  no  exception.” 

In  this  more  fully  developed  interpretation  of  Wordsworth’s 
thought.  Professor  Stallknecht  repudiates  very  little  of  his  previous 
comments  which  were  published  as  a  series  of  articles  in  the  Publi¬ 
cations  of  the  Modern  Language  Association  of  America.  These 
studies  have  been  incorporated  in  the  present  work,  but  the 
materials  have  been  revised  frequently  and  rearranged  consider¬ 
ably.  Moreover,  the  author  has  made  a  few  important  shifts  in 
emphases. 

Although  no  full  treatment  of  Wordsworth’s  philosophy  exists, 
this  book  may  be  said  to  supplement  de  Selincourt’s  interpretation 
published  in  the  notes  to  his  edition  of  The  Prelude.

A  DETAILED  description  and  classification  of  some  three  thousand 
folk-songs  from  Virginia  sources,  the  book  gives  as  accurate  idea  as 
possible,  short  of  in  extenso  publication,  of  the  varied  folk-song 
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material  collected  by  the  Virginia  Folklore  Society  since  its  last 
major  publication  (Traditional  Ballads  of  Virginia,  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity  Press,  1929) . 

The  material  runs  the  gamut  of  folk-song  types.  For  each  song, 
the  following  data  are  given:  the  local  title,  the  first  line,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  collector,  the  name  and  address  of  the  singer, 
the  Virginia  county  in  which  the  song  was  sung,  the  date,  the 
number  of  stanzas,  musical  notation  (if  any) ,  phonographic  re¬ 
cording  (if  any) ,  and  some  significant  facts  of  provenience.  Of 
special  interest  is  the  listing  and  description  of  several  hundreds  of 
phonographic  records  of  genuine  folk-songs  by  genuine  folk  sing¬ 
ers.  An  introduction  sketches  the  history  of  the  collection,  explains 
and  discusses  critically  the  elaborate  system  of  classification  applied 
to  the  material. 

Intended  primarily  for  the  specialist  in  the  study  of  folklore, 
the  book  has  some  interest  also  for  the  amateur  of  folk-song  and 
for  students  of  American  culture  generally.  It  will  serve  as  a  basis 
for  future  publications  in  the  field  of  American  folk-song.

Legal  Aid  Clinic  Instruction  at  Duke  University 

By  John  S.  Bradway 

The  Duke  University  Legal  Aid  Clinic  began  operation  in  the 
autumn  of  1931  with  the  twin  responsibilities  of  instructing  law 
students  and  of  rendering  legal  advice  and  assistance  to  those  appli¬ 
cants  for  aid  who  were  not  able  to  pay  a  fee.  This  book  evaluates 
the  progress  so  far  of  the  work  that  began  as  an  experiment  both 
in  public  service  and  in  legal  education. 

The  present  study  describes  what  is  taught  at  the  clinic  and 
why  and  how  it  is  taught.  It  is  the  third  in  a  series  dealing  with 
Legal  Aid  Clinics.  This  work  proceeds  on  the  theory  that  the 
purpose  of  the  course  is  to  teach  the  student  how  a  lawyer  thinks 
between  the  time  the  client  comes  into  the  office  with  his  problem 
and  the  time  the  lawyer  is  prepared  to  give  his  advice.  This  think¬ 
ing  process  is  a  series  of  decisions  not  all  of  which  need  be  made 
in  every  case  but  which  the  lawyer  should  not  overlook.  The 
method  is  to  explain  and  illustrate  the  stages  in  this  mental  proc¬ 
ess  in  the  classroom  and  then  bring  the  student  into  direct  con¬ 
tact  with  real  clients.  Under  supervision  the  student  in  law,  like 
his  brother  in  the  medical  clinics,  learns  by  doing.  One  difference 
between  this  method  and  the  apprenticeship  in  the  law  schools 
lies  in  the  amount  and  quality  of  attention  given  to  the  student. 
One  difference  between  the  legal  aid  clinic  and  other  law  courses 
lies  in  the  objective.  In  the  average  law  school  course  the  ques- 
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tion  to  be  answered  is:  What  is  the  Law?  In  the  legal  aid  clinic 
course  the  question  is  the  larger  one:  What  are  you  going  to  do 
for  your  client?  The  book  describes  what  takes  place  in  the  legal 
aid  clinic  classroom  and  asks  the  reader  to  assume  what  goes  on 
when  the  student  and  client  meet.

Religion  in  the  Struggle  for  Power 

A  Study  in  the  Sociology  of  Religion 
By  J.  Milton  Yinger 

Here  is  an  attempt  to  make  an  objective  analysis  of  the  ability 
of  religion  to  control  the  behavior  of  men  in  accordance  with  its 
stated  norms.  From  the  study  of  the  activities  and  doctrines  of 
religious  institutions  in  three  situations:  the  period  of  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  capitalism,  1500-1800;  the  period  of  advanced  industrial¬ 
ism;  and  the  present  period  of  war,  the  author  draws  together 
what  appear  to  be  typical  responses  of  religious  institutions  to 
changes  in  their  secular  environment.  Mr.  Yinger  essays  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  tentative  generalizations  which  can  serve  as  the  basis 
for  further  advance  in  the  sociology  of  religion.  The  study  con¬ 
cludes  that  the  purely  religious  power  of  religious  institutions  is 
usually  outweighed  by  its  influence  as  a  secular  institution.  It 
further  concludes  that  the  purely  religious  power  is  usually  weak¬ 
ened  by  excessive  compromise  or  excessive  withdrawal  and  that 
religion  is  strongest  when  it  is  able  to  maintain  a  balance  between 
the  two  tendencies  of  compromise  and  withdrawal. 

The  book  purposes  to  escape  the  biases  which  often  confuse  the 
study  of  religion— biases  of  a  priori  criticism  or  of  a  priori  accept¬ 
ance.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  work  done  in  the  sociology 
of  religion  but  very  little,  so  far,  in  drawing  together  the  available 
data  into  a  generalized  sociology  of  religion.  The  present  study  is 
such  a  synthesis. 
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Not  only  will  professional  sociologists  and  religious  leaders  be 
interested  in  the  book  but  also  will  be  concerned  all  those  who 
believe  that  a  careful  study  of  religion  can  contribute  to  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  present  world  problems. 

John  Milton  Yinger,  a  native  of  Michigan,  received  the  A.B. 
degree  from  DePauw  University  in  1937,  the  A.M.  degree  from 
Louisiana  State  University  in  1939,  and  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  in  1942.  He  is  now  Assistant  Professor 
of  Sociology  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.

The  Church  College  of  the  Old  South 

By  Albea  Godbold 

The  present  and  future  place  of  the  church  college  in  the  American 
system  of  higher  education  is  an  important  subject  of  current  dis¬ 
cussion  both  in  ecclesiastical  and  in  academic  circles.  Many  ques¬ 
tions  are  being  raised:  Can  the  church  college  survive?  Does  it 
have  a  special  function  in  the  American  scheme  of  education?  Is 
it  able,  or  does  it  dare,  to  be  Christian?  What  is  its  relationship 
to  state  and  other  institutions? 

The  Church  College  of  the  Old  South  is  a  study  that  portrays 
the  origins  and  character  of  the  church  colleges  in  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia.  The  four  major  religious 
denominations  in  the  order  of  their  appearance  in  the  Old  South 
were  the  Episcopalians,  the  Presbyterians,  the  Baptists,  and  the 
Methodists.  At  the  outset  of  the  present  study.  Dr,  Godbold 
sketches  the  pertinent  facts  affecting  the  rise  of  tlie  churches,  dis¬ 
cusses  their  attitude  toward  education,  and  reviews  their  efforts 
in  establishing  colleges  prior  to  i860.  He  then  presents  a  brief 
history  of  the  founding  of  each  of  the  church  colleges,  together 
with  analyses  of  the  motives  of  the  denominations  in  launching 
diese  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Particularly  absorbing  are 
the  chapters  in  which  Dr.  Godbold  appraises  the  intellectual,  social, 
moral,  and  religious  aspects  of  the  life  within  these  colleges.  The 
last  chapter  treats  of  the  relationship  between  these  church  insti¬ 
tutions  and  the  state  universities  of  the  Old  South, 

At  present  Dr.  Godbold  is  Pastor  of  the  Saint  John’s  Methodist 
Church  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.

The  Marine  Annelids  of  North  Carolina

This  study  was  made  during  the  summer  of  1940  with  the  facilities 
and  permission  of  the  United  States  Fisheries  Laboratory  at  Beau¬ 
fort,  North  Carolina.  Work  was  limited  largely  to  the  intertidal 
areas  in  the  vicinity  of  Pivers  Island,  near  Beaufort;  some  dredging 
and  trawling  were  done  in  a  few  feet  of  water  in  Bogue  Sound  and 
in  45  to  75  feet  outside  of  Beaufort  Inlet.  In  many  instances  data 
are  given  regarding  unusual  associations  and  commensalism,  habits 
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of  tube-building,  stage  of  maturity  of  individual  species,  colors  in 
life  or  other  phenomena  that  might  aid  in  the  ready  identification 
in  the  field  or  with  the  aid  of  low  magnifications. 

One  hundred  and  four  species  of  polychaetous  annelids  are 
reported  from  eastern  United  States,  largely  from  the  vicinity  of 
Beaufort,  some  new  for  this  region,  others  for  the  first  time  from 
eastern  North  America,  and  a  few  unique  to  Beaufort.  All  except 
two  species  were  collected  during  the  preparation  of  this  report. 
Two  new  genera,  six  new  species  or  subspecies,  and  seven  new  com¬ 
binations  are  proposed;  another  species  is  revised,  based  on  type 
material.  Some  species  that  have  remained  unknown  except 
through  an  early  brief  account  have  been  reidentified,  and  some 
have  had  their  ranges  extended.  A  considerable  number  of  species 
are  now  believed  to  be  common  to  an  area  extending  from  New 
England  south  through  the  West  Indies;  others  range  from  North 
Carolina  south  through  the  West  Indies  or  even  Brazil;  some  are 
common  to  North  Carolina  and  the  subtropical  eastern  Pacific; 
comparatively  few  species  are  cosmopolitan,  and  a  few  are  known 
only  from  the  Carolinas. 

This,  the  second  study  in  the  series  from  the  Duke  University 
Marine  Station,  is  intended  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  students 
of  zoology,  biologists,  museums,  marine  laboratories,  and  libraries.
